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wiLight! Mora KLight!"

Tun poeople of Philadolphia, from Richmoud to
tho Neok, have taken up the ory of Goothe
and are earnestly demanding “Light, more
light!” Fo long as the gas farnished us was
good, so long as the flame was bright and
ptoady, and we could detect an improvement
over the days of tallow dips, the great majority
of the people did not care particularly whether
the Trustees opewed their mealings to & com
mittee of Councils or not. They did not oare
whether the books were kept straight, or
whether the gontraots were sealed proposals or
open bida. That was a matter which they left
poversly alone. DBut now, when the light is
dull, and the charge is high—when we pay
more and get less than we ever did before,
the people are naturally aronsed to indigna-
tion. The sealing or nunsealing of a pro;w'rtn‘
for coal was a matter of small interest, but
when the contractor have furnished suoh
wretohed material to injure the eyas of all the
eight hundred thousand citizens of the Quaker
City, an astonishing increase in the intersst
folt in the management is perceptible. Until
now, such a point is reached that some chang,
is demanded. The present syatem is so in-
efivient ns to make any chaoge an improve-
ent. '

At the last meeting of Councils a bill was
Introduced directing the Mayor, en the 1zt of
Maroh, 1868, to take possession of all the gas
works, in behalf of the city; that the Trustees
be abolished, and & Chief Enginesr be elsoted |
by Councils, who would be directly responsi-
ble to that body for all his deeds or misdeads.
A motion to defeat the bill was lost by a vote
of thirteen to twenty-one, so that it is proba-
ble it will pass, This plan is an improve-
ment over the present arrangement. As mat-
ters are now constituted the Trustees elect all
officers, they coustitute a cloza corporation,
answerable to mno one for their aots, and
having no responsibility beyond a prospect of
not being reélected. That is the sole punish-
ment which can be visited upon them for cor
yuption or inefficiency. The new plan would
do away with this,
all pecuniarily liable for any default in the da-
ties of their offices, and, by making all the
sooounts open to publio inspection, wounld
goon enable Councils to correct any part of
the system which might need amendmant.

While, however, this is an improvement on
the present system, there is a still better
mode, in our opiunion, of managing the sup-
ply of gas for the oity than the one proposed.
Wo refer to the system prevalent in Europe
of selling out the contract for supplying that
artlole to private corporations. That is tosay,
we favor the awarding of contracts for various
portions of Philadslphia to regular companies,
who will bid for it, Lot the city be divided
gay, into four parts. Lot her still own the
various gas worlks, and then advertise for pro-
poaals to take ocharge of and run the whole
system for say five years. By this means, if
soaled proposals were rigidly demandsd, the
works would be taken, of conrse, by the party
who would agree to furnish the gas for the
least poasible price, This woald at once secure
eoonomy. By making the sncoessfal bidder
enter into bonds for the faithful performance
of his duty, and by so arranging the Lounds
